ceived a. letter from a well known citi- 
zen of this county, one known to be 
reliable as to auy statements he may 
make, specially of the character of 
those contained in Ins letter.

It is not 
necessary to go to Monte Carlo to lose 
one's money these days. Of course 
these machines flourish in spite of the 
law. They have been forced out of 
York county. They passed over the 
line into this county.' "

chines made to tempt mortal to buck 
up against and if such machines have 
found their way to Adams county, as 
our correspondent asserts, the time 
has come for official action. Prosecu- 
tions do not always accomplish their 
purposes and men are often, led to 
handle such machines because they 
are allowed to flourish in many parts 
of the country. But a machine made 
so one can stand in front of it and feed 
it nickels for the chance of a rare com- 
bination by which it falls so as to open 
a pocket full of nickels for the benefit 
of the lucky player is nothing more or 
less than a gambling machine.
